Arrival of the Battleship
Maine Arouses Much
Curiosity.

CUSTOMARY  COURTESIES

They Are Extended by Vice
Admiral Pastor.

‘Fhe Misnion of the Battleship Maine
Isn Regarded as Important and Cals-
culnted te Encourage the Ingur=
genta==The Spanish Government
Will Ipstruct Warships to Visit a
Few American Ports==News from
the Battlefiolds,

Huavana, Jan, 25.—The United Slates
battleship Muaine, commanded by
Charles . Sigsbee, arrived here at 11
o'clock this morning and was saluted
by the forts and war vessels.

Consul General Lee said today that
nothing unppleasant happened at the in-
terview which took place yesterday he-
tween himself and Dr, Congosto, sec-
relary general of the government, when
rumor had it that a misunderstanding
tonk place,

Shortly arter the nrrival of the Maine,
Licutenant Albert Medrano, represent-
ing the captaln of the port, and Vice-
Admiral Jose Pastor visited the United
States battleship and extended the cus-
tomary courtlesies,

The arrival of the warship caused
much surprige and excited considerable
curiosity.

FRIENDLY VISITS,

Havang, Jan, 25.—A naval lleutenant
of the Spanish cruiser Alfonso XII.,
the Spanish flagship, vigited the Malne
ecarly in the afternoon, asg Jdid also an
officer of the German crulser Gnejse-
Niu, the schoolship. Both visits were
roturned by Captain Sigsbee, who at §
o'clock called upon Rear Admiral
Vicente Manterola, at the admiraity
office, and unon Vice Admiral Pastor,
after which he had a prolonged con-
ference with Consul General Lee, The
consul genéral will return Captain Sigs-
bee's visit tomorrow afterncon, He is
arranging for a visit by Captain Sigs-
bee to Acting Captain General Par-
rado,

The officers and sailors of the Maine
will not go ashore al present, in order
to avold possible friction, and the
TTnited Btates squadron will remain at
the Dry Tortugas, or in the vicinity,

The Maine came to Havana to re-
celve orders from Consul General Lee,
and will probably remain here for some
time,

Captain Sigsbee has expresged him-
solf as much gratified by the reception
tendered him and the courtesy and cor-
dinlity shown. The Maine bears a
peaceful mission. The American news-
paper correspondents will give a ban-
quet to Captain Bigsbee, Consul Gen-
eral Lee and a4 number of Spanish offl-
Cers.

FEELING AT MADRID,

Madrid, Jan, 25,—The ITmparcinl ex-
presses fedr that the dispateh of the
United States buttleship Malne to Ha-
vana will provoke a conflict, and adds:

This was eg-
pecially true of that leliverad by Sen-
ator John Wirt Randall, president of
the senate, who in an address lasting
about twenty minutes, made the inost
seathing arralgnment of Senator Ger-
man, and those of Senator Boule and
Delegites Wirt, of Cecll, and Wilkin-
son, of Woresster, In reply to it.

HEATED TALK
IN THE SENATE

An Acrimonious Niscussion of the Finan-
clal Question.

DEBATE ON THE TELLER RESOLUTION

Much Hitterness Aroused««Under
Parlimentury Friction of Discuse
sing the Indian Appropriation Hall
the House Also Induiges in a Day
ol Talk.

Whashinrton, Jan. 2i.—Today's session
of the senate was characterized by a
heated, almost acrlimonlous discussion
of the financial quertion. For nearly
four hours the Telier resolution was
under consideration, the principal
speeches being made by Mr. Allison,
lowa; Mr, Berry, Arkansas, and Mr,
Hoar, Massachusetts. The sharpest
colloquy was &t times indulged in be-
tween the advocates and the opponents
of the resolution, the debate causing
much bitterness. The feature of the
dscussion was a speech dellvered by
Mr, Teller, the author of the resolution,
his statements calling out A sugEen-
tion from Mr. Hoar that he (Mr. Tel-
lery ought to have them stricken from
the rechrd. In response to an inguiry
by Mr. 8pooner, Mr. Vest admitted that
he thought the system of colnage re-
ferred to in the resolution meant the
free and unlimited coinage of silver,
that admniggion apparently ziving satis-
faction to the opponents of the meas-
ure.

Mr., Quay secured the passage of o
Bill to Indemnily the state of Pennsyl-
vania for money expended in 1564 for
militia called Into milltary service by
the government. The amount Involy-
ed is $16,000,

IN THE HOUBE.

Under the parliamentary friction of
discussing the Indian appropriation
bill, the house devoted almost the en-
tire day to a politleal debate in which
the main question was whether pros-
perity had come to the country as a
result of the advent of the presont
administration. As the speeches were
limited to five minutes each, many
members particlpated and partisan
spirit kept the interest keyed up to a
high piteh. The acrimony which usu-
ally characterizes such debates was al-
most entively absent but although good
natured some hard hnocks were glven
and received,

Mr. Bmith, the delegate from Arizo-
na, made an attack on the system of
eduenting the Indians and Mr. Walk-
ar moved to strike out the apnropria-
tion of the Carlisle #chool. No vate
way taken on the motion today.

Philadelphia, Jan, 25.—The event at
the Academy of Muslo delayed the are
rival of Secretary Gage at the banquet
of the Commercial Exchange until half-
past § o'clock. When he entered the
banquetting room of the Hotel Wal-
ton the four hundred diners gave him
A tremendous ovation, The secretary
was escorted to a seat betwesn Gover-
nor Hastings and President Samuel C.
Woolman, of the exchange. Tt was
about an hour after Lhis that the
gpeechmaking began.

Prosident Woolman called the diners
to order with a brief address, in which
he reviewed the history of the Com-
mercial Exchange and its growth and
prosperity as evidenced by the eminent
guests present at tonight's function,
the first annual dinner of the body.

GOVIIRNOR HASTINGS' REMARKS
